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Debate Team 
Qualifies for 
Tournament 

• THE UNIVERSITY debate 
team has won again. This time 
the debaters won the Region VII 
elimination debate, qualifying for 
entry in the West Point National 
Invitational Debate Tournament. 

Twenty-three universities and 
colleges competed in the District 
VII debates held here at the Uni- 
versity last Friday and Saturday. 
The other three schools, besides 
the University, which will repre- 
sent the local District are: How- 
ard University, Washington, D. C.; 
Pennsylvania University, Philadel- 
phia; Pennsylvania and Wilkes 
College, Wilkes-Barre, Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The West Point tournament 
will be held at West Point, New 
York, on Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday. April 22, 23 and 24. 
Schools from all over the country 
enter this annual event. The de- 
fending champion this year is the 
university of Miami, Coral Gables, 
Florida. 

Teams entering this tournament 
are the four top teams of their 
district. There are eight dis- 
tricts each sending four teams, 
plus West Point’s team and the 
defending champion making a 
total of 34 schools in the debate. 

Representing the University In 
Saturday’s debate were Jim Rob- 
inson and Ted Lynch. They de- 
bated both the negative and af- 
firmative sides of the questions: 
Resolved that the United States 
should adopt a policy on free 
trade. 

Next Friday and Saturday, Jim 
Robinson, Alan Sharp and Frank 
McDermott will travel to Temple 
University. There they will par- 
ticipate in the regional student 
congress of Delta Sigma Rho, na- 
tional forensic fraternity. 

Also next Saturday, Anina Levin 
and George Latimer will travel to 
Baltimore to compete in the first 
debating tournament sponsored by 
Maryland university's law school 
debate. This debate is v restricted 
to schools in the District of Co- 
lumbia and Maryland. 


Law Students Indict 
Dean at Spring Hop

• TWO HUNDRED and fifty students, faculty members, wives 
and dates ignored last Saturday’s good weather to attend the 
Student Bar Association’s Annual Spring Dance at the Terrace 
Room of the National Airport. 

As a special feature of this dance, the members of the 
Student Bar Association put 
pn two skits. One skit, spon- 
taneous but well done, took 
John T. Fey, Dean of the Law 

School, completely by surprise. 

He was duly arraigned, Indicted 
and tried for the high misde- 
meanor of changing the grading 
aystem and thereby jeopardizing 
the eye sight’s of professors. The 
students prosecuting him were 
representatives of the "Martha 
Washington Law School.” 

According to Section 14 of Code 
71, revised 1941 and amended 
1946, he, of course, was found 
guilty. But bravely he accepted 
his punishment of 99 years hard 
labor as Dean of the "George- 
town” law school.

• THE STUDENT COUNCIL re- 
ports slow reaction to its request 
for Homecoming Chairmans for 
1954. 

Last year’s Homecoming was 
a decided success, for the first 
time since 1948, making a profit 
of $375, in comparison to $108 in 
1948. John Buckingham, co-chair- 
man of last year’s Homecoming, 
explained its success by saying 
that the “University ' was coordi- 
nated to a high degree.” Three 
quarters of the fraternities and 
one-quarter of the sororities 
pledged their support. More floats 
than ever before were used, and 
30 girls competed for Homecoming 
Queen. 

Last year’s Homecoming was 
intended to be a real coming- 
home for alumni, with special In- 
vitations to this effect and an 
alumni coffee hour. The dance 
netted $5000; with the band rais- 
ing an extra $500 by Inserting ads 
in the dance program.

4 GEORGE SETTLED DOWN 
in a mild sort of waV upon his 
return. He had planned* to return 
to GW, but gave up School for 
business. He became involved in 
real estate and insurance. 

For exercise he joined the Car 
Credit football team, the best 
sandlot football team in the area 
over the past decade or so. George 
ptayeil halfback and scored more 
than a dozen touchdowns a year 
for high-scoring honors on the 
1948 and 1949 undefeated Car 
Credit teams. 

Though he succeeded in football 
more than he had ever done pre- 
viously, he really succeeded in 
business. He built up his home- 
selling and insurance businesses 
so that he regularly netted annual 
stipends well up’ in five figures. 

By 1953, he was the owner of 
t|iree apartment houses, his own 
spacious home in suburban Silver 
Spring, a Cadillac and a station 
Wagon. He \ was an active member 
on the Board of Trade, and the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. He 
was also a member of the Board 
of Directors on the Touchdown 
Club, 


GEORGE HAD BECOME SUC- 
CESSFUL in life’s greatest enter- 
prise — marriage. He married the 
former Claire DelVecchio in the 
spring of 1950. By the spring of 
1954 the Neumanns were parents 
of a 3-year-old daughter and a 2- 
year-old son. 

Long interested in breaking into 
th$ newspaper or public relations 
field, George convinced his fellow

• GEORGE WILBUR (GW) NEUMANN, 
one of the most fabulous characters who 
ever strode the George Washington Univer- 
sity campus, is celebrating April Fool's Day 
by retiring from his position as director of 

GW’s sports publicity. 

The personable Neumann became the fourth GW 
publicity man in two years last September. Though 
completely inexperienced in the sports publicity 
field, George stepped right into the middle of 
things and accomplished the major tasks of the 
job in good style. 

He established a more solid contact with met- 
ropolitan newspapers and radio stations than GW 
had known in recent years. He became well known 
around the Southern Conference circuits of writers, 
broadcasters and publicists for his descriptive ad- 
vances. 

At GW, he made an instant hit with the foot- 
ball players and subsequently with the basketball 
players. His sense of humor and generosity be- 
came trademarks in GW sports circles. 

He worked overtime in helping to make Steve 
Korcheck an All-American. If ever there was a 
genuine all-American football , 

player, was Steve Korcheck, 
the Ironman from Nemacolin, 

Pa. But it took the dispatches # 
of George Neumann to spread R. 
the word of the Rock’s master- f 


• THAT FALL, NEUMANN ENTERED Devitt 
Prep, now defunct, but then still a power in Dis- 
trict high school athletics. George starred at half- 
back for Devitt, leading the area’s prep school 
footballers in scoring, with ten touchdowns. 

That November he was chosen to play halfback 
for the all-Prep team against the all-High squad. 
Playing in the opposite backfleld was his friend 
Andy Davis, representing McKinley Tech. Neu- 
mann spent most of his time concentrating on an 
end from Anaeostia High, however, and helped 
blank him in the pass receiving department. 

’ The end he covered was Gene Schroeder who 
later matriculated to Virginia, and who currently 
stars for the Chicago Bears. 

George was called into the Navy in December— 
he had signed up for a reserve program the pre- 
vious May. Until August, 1946, he served as a 
Diesel engineer on an L.S.T. amphibious landing 
boat. He was released after eight months because 
of his bad back.

• FOOTBALL SCOUTS FROM WILLIAM AND 
MARY, North Carolina State and Missouri were 
on Neumann’s trail, but to no avail. George entered 
George Washington as a freshman. He made GW’s 
swimming team and became the area’s 50 yard 
free-style champ. He pledged Sigma Alpha Epsilon. 

But George wanted to roam. He decided to 
transfer to Southern California and headed West- 
ward the next spring with a friend named George 
Lafferty. The two youths got sidetracked in Reno, 
Nevada, however, and lost all of their money at 
the Reno gambling tables. 

They had paid up their rooms at the YMCA for 
three days. During those 72 hours they subsisted 
on raisins while they plotted to relieve themselves 
of their plight, If you can’t beat them, join them 
— they became Shills for one of the casinos. (A 
shill plays "house money” at a table in order to 
keep a game alive.) 

But greater things were in store for Neumann. 
He became an ace Black-Jack dealer in the matter 
of days. The youths led a wild life for three 
months or so. But in September,. 1947, the two 
Georges decided to give up '‘this fictitious life and 
return East. 

Lafferty stopped off at the 'University of Mis- 
souri, where he became captain of the 1950 Mis- 
souri basketball team. Neumann treked all the 
way back to Washington.

• THIS GUY NEUMANN did a 
pretty good job at GW, but the 
job he did doesn’t compare to 
the excitement of his personal- 
ity, his background or his fu- 
ture plans. 

George started blazing his own trail when he 
was an eighth grader at Nativity School in the 
District in 1940. (The 26-year-old Neumann was 
born in Washington, and has been a lifelong resi- 
dent here except for his escapades.) He won the 
spelling championship of the Parochial school sys- 
tem that year and was awarded a four-year schol- 
arship to St. John's (College) High School. 

George was an "A”-student for two years at St. 
John’s. But in his junior year he discovered the 
opposite sex. He spent so much time in cultivat- 
ing his interests in sports and girls that his marks 
fell to C’s, D’s and F's. Then he lost his scholar- 
ship. 

He spent his senior year of high school at Cool- 
Idge where he played second base on the varsity 
baseball team, batting .312. He graduated In June
